lìl THE COLISEÜM. 


What tha Excavations at Rome Have 
Revealed. 
The excavatious which have been 
earned on of late around the Col- 
iseum at Rome for the |)urpose of 
giving a more complete view of the 
best preserved side of the amphi­ 
theater, have brought to light a 
number of interesting points, say s 
the Independenfc. 
These 
excava­ 
tions ^ w’ere started on the sq uare 
opposite the street leading to St. 
John Lateran, and v.^cre continu<Hl 
along a zone, about 3J meters wide, 
around the entire monument, up to 
the beginning of the new Via del 
Serpenti. 
The ancient jKivi'ment of 
travertine, which surrounded 
the 
amphitheater, was found at a depth 
of four and a half meters below the 
present level. 
Hiis sul)sidiarv zone 
of the monument measured" 
17. G 
meters in width. 
iVlong the ed.ge 
of this pavement the ordinary street 
pavement began, 
made of 
large 
poly gonal blocks of basal tie lawi. 
The paving blocks were in part 
wanting, as the ancient pavement 
was mostly destroy ed in ISSd, wdieii 
water conduits were put in and the 
width of the pavement ctmld, there­ 
fore, not be exactl}^ determined, but 
it was followed to the width of ten 
meters. 
The space which surround ■ 
ed the amphitheater was limited 
legally to terminal cippi, or boun­ 
dary stones, 
x^^^ccd 
between the 
area of travertine and the pavement 
of the public street. 
Five or six of 
these cippi v/ero preserved in their 
original position, 
on the eastern 
side of the monument, owing to the 
fact th at they were incased in the 
foundations of the ancient Church 
of S. Giacomo diColiseo, demolished 
in 18 15. 
The cipx:>i are of traver­ 
tine, and terminate in a semicircle. 
Throughout this entire surround­ 
ing area of the Coliseum Christian 
tombs of diflerent periods were dis­ 
covered. 
They are placed at va­ 
rious levels, some being on a level of 
the ancient road of 
the amphi­ 
theater, others on a higher level, and 
a number as high as two meters 
from the roadbed. 
It seems prob­ 
able that the majority of 
these 
tombs were 
connected 
wdtli the 
church wdiich stood on this site, and 
of which no traces remain. 
These 
tombs are built of tiles and covered 
by caps; some of the tiles were 
stamped and came from ancient 
buildings which had been destroy ed. 
One of the latest tombs, l>elong- 
ing to a group on the highest level, 
dates evidently from the seventh 
century , judging from an inscrip­ 
tion engraved on a marble slab on 
th e front of the tomb. 
This in­ 
scription closes with a formula of 
Imprecation, menacing the violator 
of the tomb with the punishment of 
Judas, and this very imprecation is 
found ill a number of inscriptions of 
the seventh century , with several 
changes in the wording of it. 
In 
earlier inscriptions of the fifth and 
sixth centuries the pray er that the 
tomb be not violated is never fol­ 
lowed by any imprecation. 
A t the 
point where the large group of these 
tombs was found there was discov­ 
ered, in the foundations of the hole, 
a large rectangular mass of traver­ 
tine, 
preserving a portion of its 
plaster coating, 
on which was a 
fragment of 
fre.sco 
belonging to 
about 
the eighth century . 
The 
fresco represents two saints with 
circular nimbus and robed in lont^ 
tunics which are decorated with 
Greek crosses. 
Each figure holds 
his right hand raised to his breast; 
the one on the right holds a crown, 
the other an open book. 
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THE WELSH LANGÜAG-;

Lpon so obscure a point we 
may, poriiaps, be allowed to retain 
our doubts, nor are we called upon 
to bow with absolute deference to 
the conclusion arrived at by a more 
modern Cy mric scholar that the 
scheme of Dante’s “Divina Com- 
mcdia” is due to Celtic sources. 
No 
oae,^ however, wmuld dream 
o t con­ 
testing that to the Cy mbric branch 
of the Celtic race we owe the origin 
of the Arthurian legend.

Si rops 
of Human 
Ski n 
Now on the M a rk e t. 
It is well known that in dissecting 
the most delicate and finest of steel 
instruments are used. 
It is neces­ 
sary to keep these instruments ex­ 
tremely sharp. 
The ordinary coarse 
stone or strop would utterly destroy 
the delicate b lades. 
It is also well 
known that a razor can b o nicely 
“finished” on the palm of the hand. 
This 
fact led to the use of small 
crude strops made of 
b its of flesh, 
secured in tlie dissecting-room. The 
possib ilities of 
this human flesh 
strop appealed so forcib ly to the 
])ractical mind of one of the students 
that he b egan experiments which 
hav e 
resulted in the introduction 
v ery 
quietly 
on the market of a 
razor strop made of liiiman iiesh. 
One side of these strops is made 
of b lack flesh and the other side of 
white flesh. 
The skin for these 
strops is secured in this way; Wlien 
students are giv en parts of the hu­ 
man b ody to dissect tlie skin is 
usually remov ed and thrown away. 
This waste skin is now in great de­ 
mand. 
The leg skin is the part most 
prized, as it is from this tliat the 
most desirab le strips of flesh for 
razor strops are secured. 
The C|)i- 
derrnis and the dermis are carefully 
remov ed together in a strip 18 inches 
b y 5 inches. 
All fat is cut away and 
the strip is then put in a strong so­ 
lution of arsenic and water, where 
it is allowed to remain for ab out liv e 
hours. 
It is now changed to a 
weaker solution of arsenic and left 
for a day and a half. 
It is thor­ 
oughly saturated with linseed oil to 
soften it, and after b eing rub b ed 
hard with a smooth, round stick it 
is rendered flexib le and ready for 
mounting. 
The two strips of human flesh are 
pasted together b ack to b ack, and 
make a razor strop which is said b y 
those who hav e used them to b o far 
superior to the ordinary razor strop 
of leather. —San Francisco Chronicle.

The zither was a beauty, there 
was no mistaking that; but on close 
examination there was the maker's 
stamp indelibly placed on the frame, 
and it read: 
‘ ‘Washington, Mo., 
U. S. A 
a neighboring town of 
Hermann. 
The gentleman 
might 
have saved ^50, in addition to the 
express and import 
charges, and 
have avoided all the waiting which 
he had to endure. 
But he would 
never have been satisfied. 
The zither is an expensive instru­ 
ment and difficult to manufacture, 
being very delicate and requiring 
the best of material and most skill­ 
ful of workmen, but the dealers say 
it is a fact that the manufacturers of 
this country make the best ones 
placed on this market. 
There are but three factories in 
this country— one in this state and 
two in the east. 
Their instruments 
arc largely sold in Europe, some of 
them without being branded, 
and 
then sent back to this country at 
prices 100 per cent above what they 
should be. 
The ocean trips may 
improve them, but the Hermann 
gentleman cannot see just where it 
comes in.

Fiends Wreck a Train Down in 
Alabama. 


SCENE A FRIGHTFUL ONE. 


Twenty-Eight Lives Lost and Many 
Injured— The Dead Robbed and 
Wreckage Burned.

B i r m i n g h a m , 
Ala., 
Dec. 
2 8 . — 
Fiends 
in 
human 
form 
wrecked 
Birmingham 
Mineral 
passenger 
train No. 40, consisting of engine, 
baggage car and two coaches, 
at 
C ahab a river bridge, 
twenty seven 
miles from here, at 7 o'clock Sun­ 
d ay morning and twenty-eight lives 
were lost. 
T w enty bodies have 
been recov­ 
ered from the wreck, and further 
search may still further swell the 
list of dead. 
T he wreck, it 
is re­ 
garded as almost certain, was a c ­ 
complished by the removal of a rail 
on the middle span of the 
trestle. 
This 
derailed 
the 
train, 
which 
caused 
it to knock down the two 
spans and precipitated it 
into the 
river, n o feet below. 


WORST EVER KNOWN. 


T he wreck was the worst that has 
ever occurred in the state, and the 
survivors are so few and so badly

hurt that they are ur» ible t*j give 
any detailed description of how it 
all happened. 
It is not known, and may never 
be ascertained, just how many pas­ 
sengers were on the train. 
Most of 
them were miners and residents of 
mining towns in the 
district, who 
had round-trip holiday tickets, and 
were returning to their homes along 
the line of 
the Birmingham M in ­ 
eral railroad. 
Conductor 
A. 
P. Connell, 
who 
probably knew better than anybody 
else as to how many passengers were 
aboard, 
is 
dead. 
It 
is thought, 
however, that there were 
not ex­ 
ceeding thirty. 


THE WRECK ON FIRE. 
The engine landed on its side, 
almost at right angles with the track, 
The cars piled up on each other 
through the main span. 
The entire 
wreck took fire soon afterward, and 
was rapidly burned to the water's 
edge. 
Nine persons only escaped 
alive from all who went down, and 
several of them will probably die. 
The first news of the wreck was 
brought to Hargrove, a telegraph 
station, four miles from the Cahaba 
river, by a farmer, 
who said that 
whi’e 
passing 
near the place he 
heard a crash. 
Going 
nearer 
saw the two 
spans of the bridge 
broken out. 
He 
then discovered 
the burning wreckage in the shallow 
water below. 
He could 
hear the 
groans of the wounded and dying, 
but without waiting to see further 
he rode his horse rapidly to H a r­ 
grove, 
where 
the 
operator 
tele­ 
graphed to Birmingham and Bloc- 
ton for relief. 


COUNTRY PEOPLE GATHER. 
Meanwhile a few country people 
gathered at the 
scene 
to 
render 
what aid they could, but it was too 
late to do much. 
When the relief 
train 
from^ Birmingham 
arrived 
there was little need for the army 
of physicians that had gone along. 
The wounded were quickly attended 
to, 
and then sent to Blocton for 
further attention. 
Charred corpses were packed in 
between the iron framework where 
the seats had been. 
Most of the 
bodies 
had been burned 
beyond 
recognition. 
Some had their heads 
burned off, and of others nothing 
was left but the mere skeleton. 


A LEAP FOR LIFE. 
O f the survivors, Sam Spencer 
w a %i the only one of the train crew 


that escaped alive. He was ttie co l­ 
ored fireman. 
He jumped from the 
engine while it was in midair and 
lanritd in the water some distance 
from where the engine fell. His only 
injury was a broken arm. 
He left 
the scene for Blocton on foot al­ 
most immediately after the wreck, 
apparently crazed with fright. 
The 
railroad officials have not yet been 
able to see him and get a state­ 
ment. 
O f the eight other survivors three 
were children, 
all of 
whom had 
their feet burned and mashed, 
and 
a lady who had both feet crushed. 
Their 
names 
have 
not yet been 
learned. 


STORY OF A SURVIVOR. 
Dr. Ray A. 
Blocton, physician, 
who attended Gardner, one of the 
injured survivors, 
telegraphed the 
statement made by Gardner as to 
the cause of the wreck. 
Gardner 
says when he felt the cars leave the 
track he looked out and saw three 
savage men 
rush 
from 
a hiding 
place 
down 
toward 
the 
water's 
edge, and that after the wreck they 
went through the wreckage, robbing 
the dead and wounded, 
and then 
fled to the woods. 
T hey did their 
work quickly, 
and offered no as­ 
sistance whatever in they way of 
rescuing the 
imprisoned 
and in­ 
jured passengers. 


WRECKERS DID IT. 
This story, however, has not yet 
been corroborated, but other facts 
tend to show that it was the work 
of the train wreckers. 
An examina­ 
tion of the engine shows that E n gi­ 
neer White had shut off the steam 
and reversed it before it went down, 
indicating that he saw danger ahead 
as he approached the bridge, and 
tried to stop his train. 
His charred 
body was found, with his hand on 
the throttle. The survivors all agree 
that the train left the track and 
bumped along the ties, 
and then 
with a crash plunged through the 
bridge. 
Expert engineers say that 
there is every indication that a rail 
was removed, 
which derailed the 
train, 
and caused it to pull down 
the bridge. 
The cross ties show 
marks of the wheels. 


ANOTHER ATTEMPT. 
Three men also tried to wreck a 
Southern railway train near Henry- 
ellen, fifteen miles east of here, five 
days ago, by removing a rail on a 
trestle ninety feet high. 
The fast 
express left the track, but the en­ 
gineer managed by superhuman ef­ 
fort to stop it before it tore down 
the trestle. 
In this case three men 
were seen running from the place, 
and it is believed that the same p ar­ 


ties removed the rail from the C a ­ 
haba bridge, causing frightful loss 
of life, as related above. 
In each 
case 
a crowbar, 
with 
which the 
spikes had been withdrawn, was left 
behind. 
In both instances the spot 
selected by the wreckers was a wild 
and desolate mountainous country. 


ANOTHER FATAL ACCIDENT. 
O a the approaches of the same 
bridge 
Sunday 
afternoon another 
fatal accident occurred. 
A bridge 
carpenter was 
killed 
and several 
persons were injured by a collision 
between an engine and one of the 
wrecking trains sent to the scene of 
the wreck.

No criminal

instituted. 
As to the bank examiner, his con­ 
duct has been so exemplary, in the

dismissing him he has 
placed him in full charge as re­ 
ceiver of the wreck.” 
It will be remembered that, 
in 
the case of what afterward proved 
to be a bad failure in this city, the 
then comptroller actually ordered 
the examiner not to examine the 
bank some weeks before the fail­ 
ure. 
This case proves that it is not al­ 
ways fair to put the blame upon the 
examiner, who may have done his 
duty faithfully and made truthful 
reports only to find his work ig­ 
nored. 


O f course our schools should be

SULTAN’S TERSE REPLY. 


Declines to Entertain the Suggestions 
Made By the Powers. 


C o n s t a n t i n o p l e , Dec. 29. 
The 
Russian ambassador on Saturday, 
acting in concert with the repre­ 
sentatives of Great Britain, France, 
Italy, Germany a f l Austria, had an 
audience with Sultan Abdul Hamid 
and began by warning the sultan and 
the Turkish government that if the 
revenues ceded for the payments of 
the Turkish debt were touched, the 
European control of the finances of 
the empire would become inevitable. 
He also informed the sultan that 
the czar guaranteed 
his personal 
safety and engaged himself to main­ 
tain the sultan's supremacy in the 
event of severe measures being nec 
essary upon the part of the powers. 
The sultan refused his consent to 
any measure of control, financial or 
otherwise, by the powers, 
and the 
Russian ambassador 
replied 
that 
the condition of the Turkish empire 
placed the throne and the caliphate 
m imminent peril. 
The 
sultan 
rejoined, 
impres­ 
sively : 
“ I 
may be the last of the ca­ 
liphs, but I 
will never become a 
second khedive." 
In addition to these warnings M. 
D elidofi sent a note to the Turkish 
governm ent 
and 
to 
the 
palace, 
pointing out in precise 
terms tlse 
necessity of the sultan following the 
advice of the powers and 
acting in 
com plete agreement with their plans 
for 
im proving 
the 
situation and 
warning them once 
more 
that the 
sultan's refusal to 
do so would in ­ 
volve the most disagreeable cor.se 
quences. 
The ambassadors of the powders 
will meet in the future twdce a week 
until they shall complete their rec­ 
ommendations to the sultan and his 
advisers. 
The 
envoys acting to­ 
gether will henceforth maintain the 
strictest secrecy regarding their de­ 
liberations and the action taken or 
contemplated, and will not even in­ 
form the envoys of the other pow­ 
ers of the decisions reached. 
These latest steps upon the part 
of the powers are, once again, 
re­ 
ported to have produced a profound 
impression at 
the kiosk, and, in 
pursuance of the issuing of the am­ 
nesty decree, 
Armenian prisoners 
in Asia Minor and this city and vi­ 
cinity are being released daily in 
batches of fifteen.

A Cuban band was observed near 
Pinar del Rio City Thursday morn- 
ing, and General Melquizo sent two 
squadrons of cavalry to attack it. 
After a running fight the band, 
which proved to be composed of 
fifteen Texans, was chased into a 
“ bottle," a bit of hammock, hav­

The 
Texans, 
seeing 
that they 
were

themselves hastily behind some big 
boulders. 
The Spanish troops dis^ 
mounted

them, 
pouring in a fire from all sides. 
The brave Texans replied, and kept 
up the fight 
for 
more than five 
hours. 
By that 
lime six of the fifteen 
had 
been 
kil'ed 
and four 
were 
wounded, 
while twenty five Span­ 
iards had bitten the dust and ten or 
more were wounded. 
A flag of truce was sent in by the 
Spanish, and the Texans were called 
on to surrender, but the Americans 
refused 
with 
one 
accord 
to lay 
down their arras, shouting: 
“ We 
remember Maceo." 
This infuriated the Spanish and 
they tougat with renewed fierceness. 
Twice they charged, but the rapid 
firing of the brave little band drove 
them back. 
By getting on a high ridge behind 
the Texans' positions, 
the Span­ 
iards were enabled to pour in a fire 
that killed all but two of those left. 
Those two gallantly continued to 
fight, 
and held off the enemy an 
hour longer. 
Then, overcome by thirst and en­ 
feebled by the loss of blood flowing 
from a dozen wounds, they were 
cut to pieces by the Spaniards, who 
finally dashed upas the Texas cried: 
“ Viva Cuba Libre."
